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Princes Souvanna Phouma, Souphanouvong and Bonn Oum met January 19. 1962 
at the Palais des Nations at Geneva. 

The three Princes unanimously thank the Co-Chairmen and all the delega- 
tions participating in the Geneva Conference for their kind invitation to 
participate in the Conference in order to assess the present status of the 
Conference's work and to profit by this opportunity to meet together so as 
to discuss the formation of the Lao government of national union. 

The three Princes unanimously approve the good results reached by the 
Conference and present their warm congratulations for the persistent efforts 
which the Co-Chairmen and the various delegations made to reach these results. 

The three Princes note that it is absolutely essential and urgent to 
form the Lao government of national union and to send a single delegation to 
the Geneva Conference for the purpose of participating in its final phase and 
of signing the documents adopted by the Conference. 


After a very cordial exchange of views concerning the formation of the 
Lao government of national union the three Princes agreed as follows: 

1) The Lao government of national union will be formed on the basis of 
the joint communiques of Zurich and Hin Heup signed by the three Princes 
June 22, 1961 and October 8, 1961 respectively. 

2) The Lao government of national union will be composed of eighteen 
(18) members; including a PriaeoMinister, 2 Deputy Prime Ministers, 9 Min- 
isters and 6 Deputy Ministers, distributed among the three parties as fol- 
lows: 
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a) For Prince Souvanna Phouma's party: a PrimeoMinister with port- 

folio; 7 Ministers; 2 Deputy Ministers, or a total of 10 members. 

b) For Prince Souphanouvong's Party: a Deputy Prime Minister with 
portfolio; 1 Minister; 2 Deputy Ministers, or a total of U members. 

c) For Prince Boun Gum's party: a Deputy Prime Minister with port- 
folio; 1 Minister; 2 Deputy Ministers, or a total of ii members. 

3) As for the distribution of the portfolios, the parties of Prince 
Souvanna Phouma and of Prince Souphanouvong are of the opinion that the three 
/ portfolios (National Defense, Interior and Foreign Affairs) logically 

I be given to Prince Souvanna Phouma's party. Prince Boun Oum's party is of 
I the opinion that the Defense and Interior portfolios should be g iven to it 
; 311(1 that if it were not to secure these two portfolios, it would select two 

of the following portfolios: Foreign Affairs, Finance, Propaganda and Press. 
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Prince Souphanouvong 1 s party holds the view that the Economy and Propa- 
ganda portfolios should be given to it* 

Because of these divergencies of opinion it was decided to await the de- 
finitive reply of Prince Bonn Oum f s party which cannot be obtained until after 
Prince Bonn Oum f s return to Vientiane* 

1;) With respect to the ten members from Prince Sonjjg^fg Pjaouma's party. 
Prince Souphanouvong 1 s party is of the opinion that the/distribution between 
the Heng Khouang members and the non-Xieng Khouang members must be 
seven and three, whereas Prince Bonn Oum's party is of the opinion that this 
rttraffiftfctCT must be six and four* It was decided that Prince Souvanna Phouma 
will find the best solution to this difference of opinion* 

5) The definitive distribution of the portfolios will be made by Prince 
Souvanna Phouma with the agreement of the parties concerned* 

6) The list of each parties candidates for membership in the government 
shall be furnished to Prince Souvanna Phouma by liie head of the party con- 
cerned*
